Dear  Mr.  Evans: 

We  received  your  hearing  notice  dated  8/27/90  on  9/14/90.  To  put 
it  mildly  we  are  very  upset.  The  hearing  notice  is  based  on  an 
inspection  made  on  or  about  9/12/83  by  one  of  your  inspectors,  a 
Patrick  McKenzie.  What  is  upsetting  is  that  the  violations 
attributed  to  the  initial  inspection  were  taken  care  of  in  a  timely 
fashion,  and  the  work  was  completed  with  a  permit.  We  also 
contacted  Mr.  McKenzie  in  a  timely  fashion  as  the  work  was 
completed,  and  the  apartment  was  rented  out  after  the  completion 
of  the  work  at  a  market  rate. 

In  the  intervening  period,  we  have  installed  a  hard  wired  fire 
alarm  system,  which  required  the  requisite  permits  and  inspection 
by  your  Department.  What  this  notice  shows  us  is  a  total  lack  of 
followup,  and  lack  of  coordination  and  courtesy  to  citizens  who 
followup  on  your  inspection  notices,  and  comply  with  your  edicts. 
Here  we  have  a  clear  case  of  where  the  work  was  completed  and  the 
proper  inspector  was  notified,  but  we  were  told  that  he  was  busy, 
and  would  get  back  to  us.  We  obviously  had  to  get  a  permit  for  the 
work,  as  P.G.&  E.  would  not  reinstall  a  gas  meter  that  had  been 
removed.  How  could  it  be  that  for  lack  of  compliance  with  your 
rules  by  your  inspector  that  we  face  an  abatement  hearing.  I  would 
at  the  minimum  ask  that  an  inspector  come  out  and  verify  the  work 
that  we  raised  that  needed  to  be  done.  Additionally,  we  believe 
that  the  inspection  was  completed,  as  entry  to  14  26  was  not  gained. 
Furthermore  we  believe  that  Mr.  McKenzie  was  rather  flippant  in 
referring  to  1422  as  an  illegal  unit.  I  wish  it  were,  so  that  we 
would  not  be  paying  the  requisite  taxes. 

Additionally  I  would  like  to  reschedule  the  10/17/90  hearing  date 
as  we  will  be  out  of  town.  Please  communicate  your  intentions 
regarding  my  requests  as  soon  as  possible.

I .  INTRODUCTION 

Appellant  hereby  appeals  to  the  Abatement  Appeals 
Board  ( "AAB" ) ,  pursuant  to  Section  203.1  of  the  Building  Code, 
Part  II,  Chapter  I,  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code 
(hereinafter  "Building  Code"). 

II .  THE  ORDERS 

The  orders  appealed  from,  No.   140502  (May  28,  1986), 
No.   152056  (July  19,   1989),   and  No.   155434  (October  24,  1990) 
were  made  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

III.  THE  AFFECTED  PREMISES 

The  affected  premises  are  located  at  522-524  Clipper 
Street,  San  Francisco  94114.     They  contain  two  dwelling  units 
and  no  rooming  units. 

IV.  THE  ACTIONS  APPEALED  FROM  AND  RELATED  MATERIAL  FACTS 

The  actions  appealed  from  are  Order  Nos.   140502  and 
152056.     See  Exhibits  A  and  B.     All  life-hazard  conditions 
identified  in  the  orders  have  been  abated.     See  Exhibit  C.  The 
remaining  conditions  on  the  property  listed  in  the  orders  are 
not  imminent  and  substantial  hazards. 

V.  THE  APPEALED  ACTIONS  SHOULD  BE  MODIFIED  BY  A  TEN  YEAR 
MORATORIUM  

Appellant's  situation  presents  a  classic  case  of 

extreme  financial  hardship  within  the  meaning  of 

-  2  - 
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Section  203(t)(8)  of  the  Building  Code.     Appellant  is  an  elderly, 
long-time  resident  of  the  City.     He  is  a  physically  and 
psychologically  disabled  63  year  old  senior  citizen  who  subsists 
on  Social  Security  benefits  of  less  than  $650  per  month.  See 
Exhibit  D. 

Appellant's  home,  a  seventy  plus  year  old  two-unit 
dwelling  is  located  at  522-524  Clipper  Street,  San  Francisco, 
California  94114  ("the  property").     The  property  is  the  subject 
of  an  action  for  injunctive  relief  to  abate  a  public  nuisance 
brought  by  the  City.   1/    The  alleged  nuisance  derives  from 
appellant's  inability  to  make  necessary  repairs  in  view  of  the 
extreme  financial  hardship  presented  by  his  limited  income. 
Appellant  agreed  to  a  Stipulated  Injunction  and  Interlocutory 
Judgment  ("Stipulation")  in  February  1989,  thereby  avoiding  the 
burden  to  the  City  of  a  trial.     See  Exhibit  E. 

On  March  13,   1989,  Appellant,  pursuant  to  the 
Stipulation,  applied  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau 
of  Building  Inspection  ("DPW,  BBI " )  for  use  of  the  Repair  and 
Demolition  Fund  ("R&D  Fund")   in  Section  203(1)  of  the  San 
Francisco  Building  Code  to  abate  hazards  to  life,  health  or 
safety  on  the  property. 

In  May  1990,  the  DPW  undertook  to  repair  the  property 
with  R&D  Funds  to  abate  all  life  hazard  conditions  alleged  by 
the  City.     The  cost  was  $24,090.18,   for  labor  and  materials,

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$345.47  for  permit  fees  and  a  $4,065.35  surcharge,  for  a  total 
of  $28,501.00.     See  Order  No.   155434.     (Exhibit  F) . 

The  Director  of  Public  Works  brought  a  Report  of  Costs 
for  public  hearing  before  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
confirmation  of  the  costs  for  assessment  on  November  19,  1990. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  confirmed  the  Request  of  Costs.  The 
property  will  be  specially  assessed  the  $28,501  reflected  in  the 
Report  of  Costs. 

Appellant's  application  for  a  ten-year  moratorium  is 
consistent  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Stipulated 
Injunction  and  Interlocutory  Judgment,  and  is  supported  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  and  the  City  Attorney.  Appellant 
respectfully  requests  the  AAB  to  exercise  its  discretion  under 
Section  203  of  the  Building  Code  and  grant  appellant  a  ten  (10) 
year  moratorium  to  correct  all  conditions  on  the  property  in 
Order  Nos.   140502  and  152056  which  are  not  imminent  and 
substantial  hazards. 

VI .  THE  APPELLANT 

Mr.  Andrew  A.  Verhovsky,  the  appellant,   is  the  owner 
of  the  premises  described  in  Section  II  "The  Affected  Premises" 
hereinabove .

Due  to  receipt  of  the  attached  NOTICE  OF  NONCOMPLIANCE,  I  am  advised  that  I  am 
required  to  make  an  appeal  to  your  Board.  Therefore  I  will  present  to  you  the  salient 
points  of  this  situation  as  I  understand  them: 

A    I,  Rex  Kamphefner,  purchased  the  property  at  2894  Bush  StreeT^nd  had  the  Grant  Deed 
registered  in  my  name  on  August  9, 1990. 

B    I  subsequently  sold  a  partial  interest  in  the  property  to  William  Mundhenk. 

C    We  the  joint  owners  plan  to  do  a  thorough  remodeling  of  the  property  and  reside 
therein  ourselves. 

D    This  property  was  formerly  a  very  dilapidated  building,  heavily  involved  in  the  sale 
of  crack  cocaine,  with  quite  a  few  violations  of  building  codes  existing  since  at 
least  1988.

I  did  not  want  to  embarrass  my  architect  during  the  meeting 
as  it  has  been  his  responsibility  to  dialogue  with  the  Building 
Department.     Because  of  undetermined  failures  to  keep  communi- 
cation going,  I  have  stepped  in  to  take  whatever  blame. 

I  feel  at  this  time  that  I  need  to  reevaluate  some  of  the 
thinking  towards  what  has  been  done  by  my  architect,  especially 
in  light  of  my  desire  to  have  nine  units  at  the  property  with 
the  addition  of  a  garage  or  off  street  parking  area,  as  stated 
by  Robin  Fay.    Not  knowing  what  my  independent  plans  were,  Mr. 
Johnson  spoke  up  and  corrected  me,  indicating  that  the  plans 
that  he  has  drawn  are  for  eight  units  on  three  levels  of  occupan- 
cy.    If  you  will  recall,  during  the  Hearing,  I  acquiesced  to  his 
statements  which,  I  think  were  charged  more  from  being  defensive 
than  a  factual  statement  of  my  intent. 

Therefore,  I  am  wondering  if  I  might  have  the  90  days  which 
was  requested  to  comply,  thereby  giving  me  ample  opportunity  to 
obtain  a  second  opinion  from  local  architects  regarding  the  work 
in  the  front  of  the  building  which  would  change  various  needs  for 
construction .

Thank  you  for  your  offer  to  help  me  to  obtain  the  second 
opinion  in  the  next  few  days.     I  am  wondering  if  I  might  apply 
for  a  Building  Permit  to  reconfigure  the  stairs  on  a  day  when  you 
might  be  available.     I  will  be  in  San  Francisco  on  Wednesday,  Febru- 
ary 13,  1991,  attending  a  Board  Meeting  between  Noon  and  2  p.m.  and 
I  will  be  available  immediately  before  or  after  to  make  such  appli- 
cation. 

I  do  sincerely  want  to  cooperate  with  all  concerned  and  I 
request  that  my  extension  to  obtain  a  second  opinion  will  be 
granted.

Department  as  well  as  our  tenants  for  maintaining  a  safe  and  habitable  environment.  Ve  have  complied 
with  your  department  and  have  corrected ,  with  the  exception  of  one,  all  the  violations  that  Inspector 
Dare  has  brought  to  our  attention.  These  include : 

1 .  Insulation  of  the  crawl  space  in  the  upper  unit 

2.  Veatherstripping  of  all  exterior  doors 

3.  Addition  of  continuous  interior  handrails  in  the  2nd  and  3rd  units 

4.  Installing  insulating  blankets  on  all  water  heaters 

5.  Addition  o<  exterior  handrails  on  back  statrvay 

6.  Addition  of  second  handrail  on  front  entry  way 

7.  Elimination  of  illegal  extension  cords  in  1  st  unit 

8.  Replacing  faulty  drain  grate  on  rear  exterior  drain 

9.  Removal  of  wood  pile  from  beneath  exterior  back  stairs 

10.  Installing  hard  wired  smoke  detectors  in  all  units 

1 1 .  Installing  door  sweeps  on  back  doors  in  all  units 

12.  Instating  self  closing  mechanism  or.  side  door  entrance

of  our  purchase.  Ve  were  not  aware  at  that  time  that  a  violation  might  exist  ).  Ve  requested  guide 
Tines  in  writing  but  none  were  forthcoming . 

Ve  instructed  the  Farrell  Constuction  Co.  of  San  Francisco  to  pursue  the  course  of  action.  They 
contacted  Inspector  Dare  but  were  unable  to  ascertain  the  needed  information. 

At  our  request,  Inspector  Dare  returned  to  the  premises  and  it  was  then  that  he  suggested  tha+  we  hir« 
an  architect  who  is  now  reviewing  the  problem  and  drawing  the  necessary  plans  for  your  Department  to 
review. 

Ve  understand  that  considerable  time  has  elapsed  in  resolving  this  problem  but  we  have  been 
handicapped  by  an  unfortunate  fire  that  consumed  the  entry  vay  of  the  building  and  necessitated 
extensive  repairs .

In  response  to  the  notice,  dated  1 2/31  /90,  we  are  appealing  any  action  your  Department  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  compliance  of  its  order  s. 

Ve  are  responsible  citizens  and  property  owners  and  have  not  ignored  our  obligations  to  your 
Department  as  well  as  our  tenants  for  maintaining  a  safe  and  habitable  environment.  Ve  have  complied 
with  your  department  and  have  corrected,  with  the  exception  of  one,  all  the  violations  that  Inspector 
Dare  has  brought  to  our  attention.  These  include : 


In  reference  to  the  remaining  violation,  the  rooftop  structure,  we  have  researched  and  acted 
chronilogically  as  follows: 

Upon  notification  of  the  violation  by  Inspector  Dare,  Mr.  Dare  was  unable  to  advise  us  as  to  the  required 
remedies  needed  to  correct  the  problem. 

Ve  went  to  your  offices,  reviewed  your  files  and  were  unable  to  find  any  permits  issued  for  this 
address  prior  to  our  purchase  of  the  property  in  1 978.  (  The  roof  top  structure  had  existed  at  the  time 
of  our  purchase.  Ve  were  not  aware  at  that  time  that  a  violation  might  exist ).  Ve  requested  guide 
lines  in  writing  but  none  were  forthcoming. 

Ve  instructed  the  Farrell  Constuction  Co.  of  San  Francisco  to  pursue  the  course  of  action.  They 
contacted  Inspector  Dare  but  were  unable  to  ascertain  the  needed  imformation. 

At  our  request,  Inspector  Dare  returned  to  the  premises  and  it  was  then  that  he  suggested  that  we  hire 
an  architect  who  is  now  reviewing  the  problem  and  drawing  the  necessary  plans  for  your  Department  to 
review. 

Ve  understand  that  considerable  time  has  elapsed  in  resolving  this  problem  but  we  have  been 
handicapped  by  an  unfortunate  fire  that  consumed  the  entry  way  of  the  building  and  necessitated 
extensive  repairs. 


1 .  Insulation  of  the  crawl  space  in  the  upper  unit 

2.  Veatherstripping  of  all  exterior  doors 

3.  Addition  of  continuous  interior  handrails  in  the  2nd  and  3rd  units 

4.  Installing  insulating  blankets  on  all  water  heaters 

5.  Addition  of  exterior  handrails  on  back  stairway 

6.  Addition  of  second  handrail  on  front  entry  way 

7.  Elimination  of  illegal  extension  cords  in  1  st  unit 

8.  Replacing  faulty  drain  grate  on  rear  exterior  drain
